o f chance w hich are being ru n w ithout

W ith the influx of racing 
men and sports cam e several shining lights 
in the pugilistic world. 
A s it was difficult 
to arrange anything but rath er tam e box- | 
ing bouts w ithin the city lim its of Chicago, 
an ath letic club was organized in Roby, and 
fistic encounters were of weekly occurrence. 
M eeting w ith success in these ventures, the 
C olum bian A thletic club, as th is organiza­ 
tion w as called, erected a colossal arena 
about a year ago to accom m odate their 
large audiences. 
The arena was, however, never used. The 
sheriff of Lake county, in which Roby is 
situ ated , p u t an end to both slugging 
m atches and racing. T his action pract ical­ 
ly killed the club. 
A few weeks ago Chief 
of Police Brennan, acting under the in­ 
structions of M ayor H opkins, closed every 
gam bling house in Chicago and has com­ 
pelled them to rem ain closed ever since. 
Several of the gam bling fraternity w hostill 
held stock in the Colum bian A thletic club 
m et and decided to move to Roby, opening 
establishm ents there. 
In three days no less th an 30 “ layouts,” 
including roulette, faro, keno, craps, hyron- 
om us, hazard a n i various other gam es, were 
shipped to Roby and arranged in th e arena 
of th e club. 
G am blers who were not m em ­ 
bers of th e club hastened to secure rooms 
and houses in other parts of the town. 
The arena is ju st outside the town lim its 
on land owned by the club. 
It is an enor­ 
m ous wooden structure, nearly circular in 
form aud painted a dull brown. 
One end 
is reserved for offices, baths and a few 
sleeping apartm ents. The rem ainder of the 
building is arranged like a huge am phithe­ 
ater, w ith tiers of seats arouud the sides. 
In th e center of this am phitheater are the 
gam bling booths. There are no “ lookouts” j 
to be passed before one m ay enter th is , 
gigantic den. 
The heavy door sw ings as j 
readily for the novice as for the professional 
g.ambler, and no questions are asked so 
long as the visitors conduct them selves in 
an orderly m anner. 
W ithin the little booths or railed inclo­ 
sures are gam es of faro, roulette, “ Old Ily ,” 
craps, keno, etc. 
The bi re fiends seem to 


The nails are broad, not long, and tho 
flesh curls up over them . They all have a 
broken look, not the sm ooth and polished 
appearance of the nails of the honest hand.

It shows decidedly a vicious or 
crim inal tendency, w hether developed or 
not. 
“Speaking generally, th** locom otive char­ 
acteristics of the different classes of crim i­ 
nals may be sum m ed up by saying the 
sneak thief alw ays moves along stealthily. 
The mind, w hich is absorbed by the sneak­ 
ing thought, im parts the m anner to the 
body. 
The bank burglar (who has become 
scarce now, b u t the cashiers and other ofii-

form the aristocracy of the gam esters, and 
th e groups around the faro layouts are 
sm aller and more quiet th an those around 
th e other tables. 
M any a m an has come to 
Roby w ith a sure system to beat the faro 
bank and had to borrow car fare to get 
back to Chicago. There are no poker tables 
in the m ain hall, b u t several of the sm aller 
apartm ents have been fitted up for the 
“great A m erican gam e.” 
A t th is newly modeled M onte Carlo play 
begins about I o’clock in the afternoon and 
continues until the last train leaves for 
Chicago, at about 2 o’clock the next m orn­ 
ing. 
The am phitheater aud other rooms 
are lighted by electricity. 
A rrangem ents 
are being m ade for heating them , these fa­ 
cilities being at present lacking. 
B u t the arena is not th e ’only place where 
gam bling is carried on in Roby. 
In fact, 
about every th ird house is now occupied by 
m em bers of the sporting fraternity, and 
gam es of all kinds are running. 
The town 
is crowded w ith sharpers. 
Fights, fre­ 
quently attended w ith shooting aud stab­ 
bing, are of alm ost daily occurrence. 
F o r aw hile the train s running to and 
from Roby were w orked by “skin” gam ­ 
blers, “ three card m onte” men, “ thim ble 
riggers” and the like. The railroad com­ 
pany has p u t a stop to this, however, and 
if one of these m en dares to show his nose 
on board a train he is uncerem oniously 
ejected by conductor and brakem en. The 
“ sure th in g ” gam blers have now estab­ 
lished th eir stands on the road leading from 
the tow n “square” to the arena and keep 
th e constable busy driving them away. No 
sooner do they disappear from one spot, 
however, th an they bob up in another, and 
the gam e goes m errily on. 
Follow ing the exam ple set by a more em ­ 
inent divine, a clergym an having a church 
in Roby has m ade an attem p t to purify the 
m oral atm osphere of the tow n. H e started 
by daily visiting the arena and learning 
th e nam es of several of th e gam blers active­ 
ly engaged in the gam es conducted there. 
H e bud them arrested and brought before 
“ Squire” M errit on the charge of being 
com m on gam blers. Two or three of the 
prisoners were convicted and fined §20each, 
after which they returned to th eir stands 
a t the arena aud continued business as be­ 
fore. In retaliation the gam blers swore out a 
w arran t for the too zealous clergym an, and 
he, too, was charged w ith being a common 
gam bler. 
A ccording to the law s of Indi­ 
ana, a common gam bler is, am ong other 
things, a person who frequents any place 
w here gam bling is perm itted or carried on. 
To frequent a place, according to the legal 
m eaning of the word, is to visit th a t place 
m ore th an once w ithin a space of tw o years. 
The clergym an, having visited the arena 
several tim es w ithin a very few days, was 
therefore a common gam bler. 
He was lia­ 
ble as such to a flue, to im prisonm ent, or 
to both. The case, however, was never 
pressed, the reverend gentlem an having de­ 
sisted from his crusade.

hardest crim inal to tell from appearance. 
lie w ill w alk w ith dignity, firmness aud at 
a m oderately slow gait, which, however, 
m ay, under circum stances, break into the 
careless or airy swagger. Still, however, 
there is an undefinable air about him th at 
w ill call the attention of the practiced eye 
to him. 
“ The house burglar does not display out­ 
w ardly the sam e strength of character. He 
possesses a com bination of bank burglar 
and the sneak thief, the latter largely pre­ 
dom inating. 
He is generally clever on his 
feet, and although rather sm all sized is 
w ell knit. 
He is a com bination of the cat 
and tiger. 
The stealthiness of the cat 
helps him to get inside, and if there is dan­ 
ger of capture the fierceness of the tiger as­ 
serts itself, and he will kill. 
“ D welling house burglary a t night should 
be m ade a capital offense, for the crim inal, 
although his prim ary intention was not 
m urder, is ready to com m it m urder to get 
away. 
The pickpocket is a shuffling and 
slouchy creature, barely lifting his feet. 
The cause of th is is easily found. 
He lias 
developed his hands to the neglect of ev­ 
ery other limb. 
H is bauds are his tools, and 
his brains and his feet are only to get him 
into a crowd iii any m anner. 
“ The garroter has some of the character­ 
istics of the sneak thief and much of tho 
firm ness and determ ination of the first class 
burglar. The sneaking instinct helps him 
to craw l upon his victim unaw ares, and tho 
determ ination of the burglar enables him 
to carry out the robbery. B ut, except when 
occasion requires, he relapses into the sneak 
th ief’s m anners and attitudes. 
“ Every m an carries about him self an a t­ 
mosphere th at, to a more or less degree, re­ 
flects the inner m an. In some men tile o u t­ 
w ard indications or m arks of character are 
as plain a sth e stars in the heavens a t night. 
In others they are nebulous, but still then?. 
An over or greatly developed chin is an­ 
other m ark th a t m ay be looked for in a des­ 
perate crim inal. It is n atu re’s revelation of 
strong anim al instincts which may a t any 
tim e overpower the moral senses to lead to 
crime. 
Very low and very high f re heads 
are equally bad, because both are abnorm al. 
“ W hen you find a m an the top of whose 
head rounds in .smoothly oval like an egg, 
you have a fellow dangerous to any com­ 
m unity in which he m ay live. H e will have 
brains for schem ing and organizing plans, 
b u t no conscience or m oral susceptibilities 
to restrain him . He will not com m it crim es 
by violence, b u t by schem ing.”

of m etropolitan society. 
Ile has gained 
greater publicity, however, by figuring in 
frequent braw ls like th a t w ith Colonel 
Cody, and a short tim e ago narrow ly es­ 
caped being sent to Sing Sing for assault­ 
ing a New York policeman. 
Colonel Cody is known to international 
fame as Buffalo Bill, the scout, sharpshoot­ 
er and show m an—a veritable dim e novel 
hero in the flesh. 
Cody was bred on the 
plains and killed his first Indian when he 
was ll years old. 
He served during the 
w ar as a scout in the Seventh Kansas regi­ 
m ent, called “ the Jayhaw kers,” and after 
the conclusion of hostilities returned to the 
wild life on the plains, taking a contract to 
supply m eat to the men const ructing the 
K ansas Pacific railroad. 
U nder this con 
tract he killed 4,280 buffaloes and earned 
$500 a m onth and the sobriquet of “ Buffalo 
Bill.” 
He clinched his claim to the title in a 
buffalo shooting conte-!. w ith his rival, 
Billy Com stock, whom he defeated by a 
score of 69 to 46. Cruel “sport,” this, where 
the dull brutes were “ rounded up” and 
slaughterer! like cattle in an abattoir, but 
we m ust rem em ber the tim e aud the ex­ 
citem ent of a personal challenge. 
There is 
no record of Bill again shooting buffaloes 
for am usem ent. 
In 1868 lie was m adechi°f of scoutg under 
General Sheridan in the w ar against the 
Dog Soldier Indians, am r Le did invaluable 
service as a guide over regions utterly un­ 
known to the m ilitary. 
D uring four years 
he rem ained at Fort M cPherson, w here he 
arranged buffalo hunts for m any visiting 
easterners—foreigners, too, am ong them the 
Grand Duke Alexis. 
In 1872 he w ent to New York, fell in w ith 
some actors and w ent on the stage. 
His 
career since th a t tim e is well known to ab 
readers who are interested in it.

D iv e r s F ig h t D e sp e r a te ly to E sca p e 
E m b r a c e o f th e Devil Galt. 
“ The devilfish is the diver’s greatest dan­ 
ger,” said T. P. II. W hitelaw , an experienc 
ed diver, in conversation w ith a 8an Frau 
cisco Chronicle reporter. 
“ W here a dive. 
is w orking alone these devilfish are really 
dangerous, though where there are otiiers 
down w ith him there isn’t any great dan­ 
ger, as the divers could cut the devilfish 
to pieces before he could injure a man or 
tangle his apparatus. 
The fact th a t the 
fish discolors the w ater m akes it impossi 
hie for the diver to see w hat to do when he 
is attacked and m akes him feel the danger 
of the dark. 
One of them caught me once 
while w orking off the Farallones, b u t it 
was a little one only about six feet long, 
and I cut off its tentacles as fast as he put 
them on me. 
“ They’ll light hard enough when attack 
ed, but they do not seek a m an to injure j 
him. 
If the diver happens to come upon 
one of them when he is at work, it is apt to 
fasten to him anti draw him into its em 
brace. 
B ut they have no power to injure a 
m an except by crushing and rending, as 
th eir m ouths are only the size, shape and 
strength of the beaks of cockatoos. 
Their 
power to rend is not sufficient to tear a man 
lim b from lim b, b u t of course they m ight 
kill a diver by tangling his tube and shut 
ting off the air. They have little sw im m ing 
force, and till these stories about th eir tow 
ing large vessels are bosh. 
Their power is 
in m uscular contraction, and before they 
can exert it they m ust first fasten to a rock 
or some heavy object. 
Even then their 
strength is not trem endous. 
“ I m ade a test of one which was on our 
pontoons in Discovery bay in 1884. It fas 
teued to a rock which weighed while sub 
m erged ju st 70 pounds. 
W hen out of the 
w ater, it weighed 260 pounds. 
The devil 
fish could lift the rock to the surface and 
partially out of w ater, h u t was not strong 
enough to lift it entirely free. 
This fish 
was ll.feet 4 inches from tip to tip, and I 
estim ated his rending power a t about 260 
pounds because he couldn’t lift the 260 
pound rock. 
“I don’t think the devilfish can see 
through the black fluid it em its when dis­ 
turbed any more than a m an can, but it has 
m uch more power of feeling, and a m an has 
to cut very lively to lop aw ay those ten ta­ 
cles. 
“ Of course there are sharks about the 
wrecks—plenty of them . B ut I never knew 
one to attack a diver w ith a suit on. I think 
the escaping air bubbling from his helm et 
scares the fish away. 
Then, too, each diver 
carries a knife, and a shark would be no 
m atch for him . 
The largest m an eater I 
ever saw along this coast was ll feet long, 
though the bone sharks run as high as 40to 
50 fjjet in length. 
They are harm less, how­ 
ever, as far as m an is concerned. 
The little 
pilotfish, which .goes ahead of tile m an 
eater, pointing the way, never approaches a 
diver, so tile shark doesn’t attack him, 
though tile attack will come quick enough 
once the diving suit is removed. 
“ Sea lions are also quite dangerous to the 
diver, though they never attack him or in­ 
ju re him intentionally. B ut once a sealion ! 
gets after a fish be doesn’t stop for any­ 
thing, and in passing a diver is apt to knock 
Lim over ami tum ble him all in a heap. The 
diver, w ith all his weight, is a m ere noth­ 
ing in the sea lion’s path. 
“ The w hales are harm less. Som etim es 
they come and play about the w reck, b u t 
they show little curiosity regarding the 
divers and never offer an assault. 
“ Do I ever find any treasure? Very little. 
I hear of a great deal, but when it comes to 
finding it, it isn’t there. 
People generally 
m anage to save th eir gold and jew elry, and 
then they say they lost everything with the 
I ship. The divers search the trunks and 
chests, but rarely come across anything of 
j la;go value.”
